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“The Çaùage Cell 
Cancer Can Be Defeated, 
But Not By Lone Doctor 


(Editor's Note: The war on 
cancer — and what you your­ 
self can do about it —• are the 
subjects of the articles in this 
s e r i e s condensed from the 
widely acclaimed but contro­ 
versial new book, “The Savage 
Cell.” The author has studied 
the matter first hand for 17 
years as science editor of the 
American Cancer Society and 
here presents the facts and his 
personal views.)

In the seven minutes it takes 
to read this article, cancer will 
profoundly affect 12 Americans: 
Four will have died; 
Six will be told they have 


cancer; 
Two will have survived the 
disease for five years — pos­ 
sibly cured. 
Of the four who will have died 
of cancer, perhaps two could 
have been cured by good medi­ 
cal practices. They delayed too 
long in taking their symptoms 
to the doctor — or they went 
to the wrong doctor. 
Cancer — any kind of cancer 
— requires the best that medi­ 
cine has to offer. It calls for 
help from a team of specialists, 
composed basically of a pathol­ 
ogist, a surgeon, a radiologist 
and an internist or family-type 
doctor, each skilled in the man­ 
agement of cancer and all work­ 
ing closely together. 


The average doctor — even 
the average good doctor — 
usually is not the man to diag­ 
nose and treat cancer. He can 
cure some cancers. But he 
also may sacrifice more lives 
to the disease than he saves; 
he does this inadvertently by 
deadly delays in diagnosis, by 
treating the wrong disease or 
by inadequate treatment for 
the right disease. 


In contrast, there exist in the 
United States research and treat­ 
ment centers which are among 
the best in the world. 
For 17 years, this writer has 
had the enormous privilege ol 
knowing many of the brilliant

HOW TO KEEP W ELL 


by DR. THEODORE R. VAN DEUEN 


There Is Still Chance For Boy 
To Grow Taller After Age Of 17 


A boy writes: “Three months ago 
you wrote an article on an underde­ 
veloped boy. You said he was normal 
except for his height. This is my prob­ 
lem. I’m 17 years old and 5’2” . My 
doctor said he did not know of any­ 
thing to stimulate growth. Could you 
¡give me any information?” 
There are wide variations in the 
ages at which normal children attain 
cheir adult stature. As a rule, boys 
stop growing between 18 to 20 i -------- 
years of age; girls, 16 to 18 
years. At this time growth cen­ 
ters (epiphyses) at the end of 
the bones become inactive. This 
boy is 17 and should have X- 
rays of the bones to determine 
whether his skeletal growth is 
retarded, normal, or if a few 
extra inches can be anticipated. 
The potential for growth is de­ 
termined in this way rather than 
by acutal age. 
; ‘THE USE OF the new but 
rare human growth hormone is 
of value in persons who fail to 
: to grow because of a pituitary 
i deficiency. We referred to this 
substance in a previous article 
but it is not available for normal 
teen-agers who think they are 
not going to reach average 
height.

Lawmakers Gingerly 
Tackle Tax Increase 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)-While 
most Californians worried today 
over how to pay this year’s in­ 
come tax, the legislature edged 
up to the ticklish problem of 
how to raise state taxes. 
With 
the 
24-week 
session 
about 60 per cent gone, legisla­ 
tors finally — reluctantly — 
were on the verge of getting a 
specific look at the first of three 
major tax revision proposals. 
Due for introduction tomorrow 
was the biggest, widest-ranging 
tax program ever proposed in 
California—a $1.10 billion pack­ 
age drawn up under the spon­ 
sorship of A s s e m b l y m a n 
Nicholas C. Petris, D-Oakland, 
and Assembly Speaker Jesse 
M. Unruh, D-Los Angeles. 
Key aim of their program is 
relief for the property taxpayer. 
When he first reported the plan 
Jan. 27, Petris said the $2 bil­ 
lion now paid by state property 
owners 
annually 
would 
be 
slashed by $710 million. But 
while local taxes would fall in 
some areas, state taxes would 
rise, under the Petris-Unruh 
program. 
For instance, local taxes lev­ 
ied on property owners to fi­ 
nance 
California’s 
p u b l i c 
schools would be cut by 25 per 


cent. But at the same time, the 
state sales tax would jump from 
4 to 5 per cent, and all the 
added revenue would go to local 
governments to replace the lost 
quarter of their school tax take. 
The assemblyman’s plan also 
incorporates s e v e r a l other 
changes in state and local tax 
collecting that would add up to 
a major long term adjustment 
in taxing methods in the na­ 
tion’s most populous state. 
Gov. Brown’s own program to 
lift some of the financial burden 
from property owners is ex­ 
pected to be introduced late this 
week or early next week. He al­ 
ready has proposed the rest of 
his general tax legislation, but 
the specific bills to implement 
it still haven’t been introduced. 
The governor’s package is 
similar to that of Petris and 
Unruh in some areas, but dif­ 
fers in others. Both agree that 
the current cigarette tax of 3 
cents a package should rise to 
8 cents, and that state personal 
income taxes should be collect­ 
ed by withholding, as are feder­ 
al taxes. 
The third significant tax pro­ 
posal in sight is that of the 
Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. 
Its 
recommenda­ 


tions will carry much weight in 
the upper house, as will the 
Petris-Unruh proposals in the 
lower house. 
The Senate suggestions are to 
be made public in the next 
couple of weeks. It will be late 
May at the earliest before any 
tax legislation begins moving, if 
lawmakers follow normal prac­ 
tice. This year’s path Is ex­ 
pected to be more difficult than 
usual, with three complex, high­ 
ly debated and strongly backed 
tax revision packages up for 
consideration. 
The only thing almost all leg­ 
islators agree on is that Califor­ 
nia taxes will be raised this 
year. The question is how, and 
how much.

Bloch Festival Opens 
With Bright Program

College of M a r i n ’s Ernest 
Bloch Festival was opened bril­ 
liantly Saturday night in the 
new gymnasium by Maestro 
Gerhard Samuel and his cham­ 
ber orchestra and several top 
soloists. 
Programming was h a n d l e d 
very well to provide variety— 
a special problem when the 
works of only one composer are 
performed, though Bloch’s wide 
range of creative expression 
made this not too difficult. 
From the standpoint of in­ 
strumental volume—16 stringed 
instruments and piano — and 
popular appeal, the Concerto 
Grosso No. 1 for string orches­ 
tra with piano obbligato was 
probably most impressive, but, 
in a neo-classic application of 
the classic form, except for 
illustrating the composer’s skill 
in fugue structure, it was not a 
work showing his most distinc­ 
tive characteristics. 
The most vivid emotional im­ 
pact came in the Piano Sonata 
because of the superb perform­ 


ance of Istvan Nadas and be 
cause it was the only work show­ 
ing Bloch’s capacity for expres- 
s i n g philosophical mysticism 
and turbulent, almost savage 
feelings. Nadas’ command of 
both percussive - incisive and 
ethereal styles made him a wise 
choice for this stellar role. 
From the standpoint of fresh 
experience and demonstrating 
Bloch's geniality, gaity and 
puckish humor, the Concertino 
for flute, clarinet and string 
orchestra and Suite Modal for 
flute and string orchestra were 
outstanding. These w e r e re­ 
spectively a West Coast pre­ 
miere and a first performance. 
Flutist Gary Gray and clari­ 
netist Rudolph Tapiro were the 
excellent soloists who so suc­ 
cessfully conveyed these moods. 
In Gerhard Samuel the Bay 
Area evidently has one of the 
rising young conductors of the 
country. Special praise is also 
due his concertmistress Judith 
| Poska. 
The second concert of the fes­ 
tival will be given next Sunday 
at 8 p.m. in the gymnasium.

Finale 'Singing'

“ It cannot seriously be doubt­ 
ed at this late date that the 
rights of cross-examination is 
included in the right of an ac 
cused in a criminal case to con 
front the witnesses against him 
And probably no one, certainly 
no one experienced in the tria 
of lawsuits, would deny the val 


ue of cross-examination in ex­ 
posing falsehood and bringing 
out the truth in the trial of a 
criminal case. 
"The fact that this right ap­ 
pears in the Sixth Amendment 
of our Bill of Rights reflects the 
belief of the framers of tnose 
liberties and safeguards that 
confrontation was a fundamen­ 
tal right essential to a fair trial 
in a criminal prosecution.”

Commercial Outlawed 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
Supreme Court ruled today Col­ 
gate-Palmolive Co. deceived the 
public with television commer­ 
cials using a faked “ sandpaper” 
test of Palmolive shave cream. 
Chief Justice 
Earl 
Warren 
delivered the majority decision 
Justice John M. Harlan dissent­ 
ed in part, with Justice Potter 
Stewart joining him 
In the commercials, a surface 
supposed to represent sandpap­ 
er was covered with shaving 
cream, then shaved clean with a 
single razor stroke. Actually the 
demonstration did not use sand­ 
paper but a simulated mockup 
of sand and Plexiglass. 
Warren said the court upheld 
a Federal Trade Commission 
order against the Colgate com­ 
mercial. 
The chief justice noted argu­ 
ments had been made that the 
order might be too broad. He 
said, as to this, that anyone 
doubtful as to a future course 
could ask the commission to 
give them definitive advice.

Hogan Rated

He was supervisor of the Ma­ 
rin City Hi-Y Boys, a YMCA 
group, when it was organized in 
1952. He was elected to the Ma­ 
rin City Tenants Council and 
was chairman of the United Cru­ 
sade in Marin City in 1961, and 


is a member of the Marin Coun­ 
ty Human Rights Commission. 
His most recent achievement 
was the founding a self-help or­ 
ganization entitled American 
Negro Enterprise. 
A native of Magnolia, Ark, 
Banks attended Vallejo Junior 
College and then transferred to 
the College of Marin where he 
was graduated in 1948. He re­ 
ceived his bachelor’s degree 
from San Francisco Baptist Col­ 
lege in 1952. 
During World War II, he 
served as a seaman first class 
aboard the carrier Lexington, 
part of the time in the Pacific.

Open Meeting Law Needs 
Bolstering, Not Watering 


An Assembly bill (AB 946) by Mil­ 
ton Marks (R-San Francisco) to close 
loopholes in the Brown Act, cleared 
an Assembly committee last week. 
But the battle is only beginning. 
Forces which seek more closed meet­ 
ings are pushing for several amend­ 
ments. Those amendments, if incor­ 
porated in the bill, would riddle the 
anti-secrecy law with holes. 
Assemblyman Marks, who is leading 
the fight for the “public's right to 
to know,” may have a battle on his 
hands on the Assembly floor a few 
weeks from now. 
Some of the amendments suggested 
would not only weaken the new bill; 
they would in effect chip away at the 
existing Brown Act itself. 
Among the several “amendments” 
proposed, the most objectionable ones 
are these: 
1. Committees and subcommittees 
of a local legislative body (city coun­ 
cil, for example) must meet in public, 
only if they constitute a quorum of the 
whole body. In other words, two and 
three-man committees, if they do not 
constitute a quorum, could meet in 
secret. 
Legislative bodies, saddled with an 
increasing amount of business, must 
necessarily assign duties to commit­ 
tees. If such committees could meet in 
secret, many of the city’s important 
decisions could be made behind closed 
doors. Public sessions of the w h o l e 
body could then become a mere rub­ 
ber stamp of decisions reached in 
secret. 
2. Permit closed sessions to discuss 
property acquisitions because public 
airing would raise property values. 
Sounds good, but this would unques­ 
tionably open up abuses. Who knows 
what decisions and commitments could 
be made behind doors closed, osten-

sibly to discuss a building or a strip of 
land “because we might acquire it at 
some future date”? 
And what's to prevent members of 
the public body from leaking inside in­ 
formation to a friend, while the public 
at large is kept in the dark? 
3. Permit the local body to consult 
in secret with its attorney on matters 
relating “to pending, proposed or an­ 
ticipated litigation to which the local 
agency is or may be a party.” 
This is the worst of all. It is prac­ 
tically all-encompassing. 
A crack in the sidewalk, a leaky 
roof in city hall, or an existing fire 
hazard could all lead to future litiga­ 
tion. 
If public officials wanted to discuss 
something in secret, this would be the 
perfect loophole to get around the 
Brown Act. 
Lest we be misunderstood, we do 
not contend that elected officials seeik 
devious methods to meet in secret. On 
the contrary, a vast majority of our 
public officials act in the best public 
interest. 
Even most of those who would close 
meetings to discuss land purchase are 
motivated by the desire to save the 
public’s money. 
But the same law that is “aimed'’ 
for the public’s good can be turned 
around by the unscrupulous to shield 
a situation that is dishonest. 
We contend that the slight incon­ 
venience of keeping all meetings open 
(except those now exempted by the 
Brown Act) is more than justified if 
that would spare a community from 
being victimized by shady operators 
working in smoke-filled rooms behind 
closed doors. 
We back the passage of AB 946. We 
feel the open-meeting law should be 
strengthened, not watered down.

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Insurance Rules, Not Politics 
Should Govern State Disability 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)-The 
unfortunate mess in which the 
states 
disability 
insurance 
program finds itself at the 
present time, facing a cash 
deficit of $22 million by the 
end of this month, points up 
primarily the need for sepa­ 
rating operations of this type 
from politics. 


For a good many years, the 
disability fund’s income ex­ 
ceeded benefit payments, and 
a huge surplus developed. 


RATHER THAN store the 
money away for emergencies, 
or reduce the premiums paid 
by the workers of the state, 
the Legislature at the urging 
of union labor lobbyists em­ 
barked on a program of in­ 
creasing the benefits paid out 
of the fund. 
Obviously, the retention of 
huge sums of money, above 
and beyond anticipated need, 


is not good business, even in 
an insurance program. So the 
drive by union labor to get rid 
of the money through giving 
it back in benefits to workers 
found considerable favor with 
legislators, most of whom woo 
union labor votes. 
The program, however, was 
undertaken apparently without 
use of sound actuarial knowl­ 
edge involving the future of the 
fund. The fund now is “broke,” 
and to keep it from probable 
elimination altogether, it has 
been necessary to eliminate 
the hospital benefits. 


WHETHER THE fund can 
be brought back to operation 
on insurance principles—that 
is, not to pay out more than 
it takes in — remains to be 
seen. 
It was some four years ago 
that the disability fund situa­ 
tion was brought to public at­ 
tention by Irving Perluss, then 
director of the State Depart* 
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ment of Employment, which 
administers the program. 
Perluss, now a judge, claim­ 
ed at the time that if the state 
had all of the disability busi­ 
ness in the state, the fund 
would have been in fair shape. 
Perluss claimed that private 
insurance carriers 
skimmed 
off all the cream, and left the 
state with the bad risks. 


SOME CORRECTION was 
made when the department 
adopted rules requiring some 
acceptance of the worse risks 
by the private concerns. 
During all the argument this 
session, the fact that there re­ 
mains in the unemployment 
insurance fund approximately 
$245 million which could be 
construed as belonging to dis­ 
ability, has not been brought 
out. 
The disability fund secured 
$70 million from unemploy­ 
ment insurance money, out of 
funds contributed by workers 
before disability was effected. 
However, the Legislature put 
a stop to taking any additional 
monies out of the unemploy­ 
ment insurance fund to bolster 
the disability program. 
The 
present Legislature could, of 
course, revoke this stopper, 
but it would be only a stop­ 
gap 


SO IT LOOKS like the Legis­ 
lature and administration will 
be forced to get disability pay­ 
ments on an actuarial basis, 
and forget politics in the oper­ 
ation of the disability insur­ 
ance program.

CHICAGO—We ought to stop, 
look both ways, and listen be­ 
fore we embark on any indis­ 
criminate 
trade 
and 
credit 
policy with the Communist re­ 
gimes in Eastern Europe. 


THIS IS THE nearly unani­ 
mous judgment of the German, 
French, British and U.S. spe­ 
cialists on East-West relations 
who have been meeting under 
the aegis of the Foundation for 
Foreign Affairs in Chicago. 
Moscow’s once iron rule of 
its Eastern European satel­ 
lites is being shaken loose. 
There have been significant 
changes in much of Eastern 
Europe which should be wel­ 
come and, as far as possible, 
encouraged by the West. 
But there are two factors 
which should give us some 
pause. 
The peopies of Eastern Eu­ 
rope still remain the captives 
of the Communist regimes al­ 
though their Communist gov­ 
ernments are less the captives 
of the Soviet Union. 
Furthermore, nothing which 
the West has done has con­ 
tributed appreciably to what 
has happened. 
The growing 
independence of the Commu­ 
nist satellites has been due (1) 
to the mounting nationalist 
pressure of Eastern European 
public opinion and (2) to Mos­ 
cow's need for support be­ 
cause of the rift with Red 
China. 


THERE IS REAL danger 
that indiscriminate trade with 
the Eastern European regimes, 
such as the recent export 
licenses to U. S. firms to build 
chemical 
factories, 
tightens 
the grip of the Communist re­ 
gimes and does nothing to im­ 
prove the freedom of their 
peoples. 
This is why Baron von Gut- 
tenberg, a member of the West 
German 
parliament, 
struck 
this note of warning at the 
Chicago conference: 
“The only instruments we 
have to exploit the cracks and 


stresses are economic. Their 
employment necessarily im­ 
plies our entering into at least 
temporary 
partnership 
with 
some of the Communist gov­ 
ernments of these lands. They 
imply a Western contribution 
to the stability of these re­ 
gimes. Is there not now a 
growing bitterness among the 
people of Romania, for exam­ 
ple, when they see their hated 
rulers received in Paris and 
Washington?” 
Christopher Emmett of the 
American Council on Germany 
spoke a widely held view when 
he said: “The bulk of Eastern 
Europe’s trade is with the 
Communist countries and near­ 
ly half is with the Soviet 
Union. Hence, any strengthen­ 
ing of productive facilities, 
especially in scarce items, bol­ 
sters the whole bloc, including 
the military and cold war po­ 
tential. We 
should use 
the 
power inherent in granting or 
withholding 
U. S. 
aid 
and 
credits to push for further po­ 
litical progress rather than to 
ease present economic diffi­ 
culties 
and thus 
stabilize 
things as they are.” 
The East-West specialists at 
the Chicago conference did not 
oppose wider 
cultural 
ex­ 
changes with the Eastern Eu­ 
ropean countries and careful 
extension of normal commer­ 
cial trade, especially in con­ 
sumer goods. 
They favored 
both. 
But most of them felt 
that aid and credits ought to 
be related to, even conditional 
upon, the willingness of these 
governments to relax internal 
police-state rule.

WASHINGTON — House Re­ 
publican campaign leaders are 
setting a record-breaking goal 
for themselves—a $2 million 
fund for next year’s momen­ 
tous congressional elections.

Committee in 1964. and $250,- 
000 above the previous high in 
1954. 
Two 
significant 
backstage 
developments are the basis for 
the decision to shoot for a 
record-setting $2 million cam­ 
paign chest:

EXTRAORDINARY 
$150,000 response to an emer­ 
gency appeal by Rep. Bob Wil­ 
son, Calif., chairman of the 
campaign committee.

letter to party contributors, he 
had asked for immediate help 
to enable his group to function 
effectively this year. 
Private surveys in marginal 
districts (where the incumbent 
was elected by less than 5 per 
cent) which have convinced 
Republican leaders they have 
a good chance of recapturing 
from 20 to 40 seats lost in last 
year’s Democratic landslide. 
Strongly being stressed is 
that 1966 Is an off-election 
year, and there is a long rec­ 
ord of the “ ins” losing seats 
in such contests: 1938. when 
the Democrats lost heavily 
following President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s historic 1936 re- 
election; 1954, when the Re­

WASHINGTON—Every once 
in a while I feel I should come 
to the defense of Congress. 
Our representatives, who are 
constantly saving us money, 
looking after our interests and 
keeping the peace, have been 
under fire because of a silly 
building in Washington which 
has just been built to house 
their new offices. 


The Rayburn House Office 
Building was built to take care 
of 169 Congressmen and their 
staffs. It is modest in propor­ 
tions and takes up only two 
city blocks. 
The architects, 
builders and c o n g re s s m e n 
managed to complete the en­ 
tire thing for only $125 million, 
which in these days of high 
prices for marble and carpet­ 
ing is a bargain. 


ORIGINALLY the building 
was supposed to cost only $64 
million, but unfortunately this 
price didn’t include the plumb­ 
ing and welcome m ats, and 
although 
the 
estim ate 
was 
more than doubled I see no 
reason why the American tax­ 
payer should complain. 


Architecturally, the building 
has been a great success and 
has been compared to some of 
the finest state penitentiaries 
in the country. 


It has been called “ Edifice 
Rex,” “ Forest Lawn E ast” 
and “ The Seventh Blunder of 
the World” by some critics 
who don’t know a good thing 
when they see it. 


But the majority of people 
arc happy with its simple lines 
and modest grandeur. 


“ ONLY MUSSOLINI could 
have built something like this,” 
an architect told me when he 
saw it. 
While it is beautiful from 


the outside, it is also functional 
from the inside. For example, held at 8 p.m. today in room 4 
although the building is only a* Central School in Fairfax.

cated for offices and hearing 
rooms, and the rest of the 
space has been set aside for 
hallways, staircases and park­ 
ing space for 1.100 automo­ 
biles. 
Eight of the nine rooms set 
aside for permanent commit­ 
tees are two stories high and 
seat as many as 130 people. 
There hasn’t been one wasted 
inch of room in the entire 
building. 
Each congressman has his 
own washroom and safe, but 
his suite of offices has been 
designed in such a way that 
if he wants to speak to his aid 
or staff he has to walk through 
his waiting room. 


THIS GIVES the congress­ 
man ready access to his con­ 
stituents. which is the way the 
architects planned it. 
There is a 60-by-20 swim­ 
ming 
pool, 
a 
112-bv-40-foot 
gym. five dining rooms, a 
cafeteria and a courtyard. 
The art work has also been 
praised by many. One critic 
called it the greatest example 
of Bolshevik modern in this 
country. 
Another said that students 
would come from all over the 
world to stare at the art work 
in amazement. 


IN ANY CASE, the criticism 
of the Rayburn House Build­ 
ing has been unjustified. You 
can’t build a $125 million office 
building without making a few 
mistakes, and if there was any 
hint that the building was a 
waste of taxpayers’ money, 
Congress would certainly in­ 
vestigate it. Wouldn’t they?
